ENGLISH ORATORS. 


POOR PUBLIC flHBAKINa IXENQLAHD. 


tobert LaW Collier. 


Mr. Matthew Arnold goes to th* 


United States in October to fulfill a 


umber of lecture engagements, as long 
re this your readers will very gener- 
lly know. America is considered by 


Englishmen as the paradise of lecto- 
rs. For the last flre-and-tweaty years 
the ambitions as veil as the money- 
eeking lecturer hBaturned his eyes and 
ben his feet toward America. No man, 
whatever his fame, gets rich by the vo- 
cation of the lecturer in England. For 
he most part lecturing here is a very 
lemental sort of business, and is con- 
ned almost wholly to the so-called 
institutes." Each neighborhood has 
ts "institute," which is a sort of even- 
ing school for working people or youths 
who are employed through the day. 
Here there are classes and instruction 
in all sorts of subjects — especially sci- 
ence and literature— and 
connected 


with these institutes in some places 
utmyof the upper classes of society 
lave 
courses of readings, lectures, 


and other entertainments. Still the 
eckaring would be rather for instruo- 
ion than for literary edification. Hui- 
oy, Proctor, and other scientific, men, 
•ire elemental lectures on science. 
'lien there are readings and musical 
ntertainments. 
I know of no one 


ecturer of any note now in all Eng- 
and. There never has been a man 
who took such rank here as Beecher, 


hapia, 
Curtis, Phillips, 
Wendell 


lolmes, or Starr King twenty years 
igo iii America. The best people in • 
America, once upon a time at least, 
attended the lecture. Here the best 
reople never did. It was looked upon 
.s a tiling for the working classes and 


"mechanics' institutes" and such 
ccs. Indeed, as a rule the so-called 


ipper classes care very little for liter- 
ary disquisitions, either in the pulpit 
jr on the platform, and so it is true 
hat such performances in England 
ire usually upon a much more ele- 
mental plane than elsewhere in Europe 
or in America. 


The ordinary English mind is very 


low-moving and demands a deal of ex- 
lanation before it fully takes in a snb- 
ect. An English audience will sit an 
tour and a half patiently and listen to 
acts. English people never tire of 
acts. But oratory, the felicity of speech, 
he delicacy of thought, poetic imagery, 
licse graces of the American platform 
ire almost beyond the comprehension 
>f the mass of" the lecture-going publio 
n England. They seem to wonder whttt 
t is all about. 


So the lecture audiences in America 


will be disappointed in hearing Mr. 
Matthew Arnold if they go hoping to 
je entertained by the lecturer's elo- 
quence. Mr. Arnold does not lecture 
very much, and never except on set oc- 
casions. He is one of the very few in 
England who do address themselves to 
he best thinkers of the' country, and so 
lis lecturing will be more on the Amer- 
can plane. Still his speech is slow and 
untrained. He is iiot without the fa- 
miliar English drawl, and Americana 
must understand once for all that it is not 
now the fashion in England to speak 
well. It is the fashion in English speak- 
ing to hesitate and drawl. It is the 
Fashion in London to leave off the final 
. I heard Mr. Thomas Hughes at the 
'banning centennial meeting in Lon- 


don use a sentence like this : "I have 
come to this Ohannin* meetin' this 
evenin'." Earl Qranville, who upon the 
whole is a very beautiful speaker, never 
pronounces a final g,and always substi- 
tutes a w for an r. In many instances 
this is the result of a natural defect, 
and in many other instances it is an af- 
fectation. 
„ 


In the house of commons there is al- 


most no declamation. A man must be 
very sure of his footing to venture upon 
a set speech in parliament. Mr. Glad- 
stone, Mr. Bright and only a few of 
equal rank can command the . attention 
of the house Jor any considerable length 
of time. The business of thtf house is 
really carried on in conversation. The 
speaking at some public meetings, such 
as one attends anniversary week in 
London, is simply atrocious. Mr. Mat- 
thew Arnold will have something to 
say, and he will put his thoughts into 
very pure and very forcible sentences, 
bnt'hls manner of delivery will ba to 
Americans unworthy of the thought and 
the language, and, instead of helping 
what he has to say, will hinder it.

"S SUNK AT SEA. 


The Mysterious Disappearance of a Vesse 


Carrying a Black Flag and Pursued 


by a Steamer. 


'F ATiAKTIC CUT, N. J., August 20.— An 
unknown schooner Is reported to have been 
sunk oft Beach Haven, near Long Branch, 
on Friday evening, and the affair is sur- 
rounded with cansldemble mystery. She 
was of about 300 tons burden, and is said 
to have been pursued by a steamer. The 
report says that both vessels were under 
full sail and steam, and when about five 
miies out th» schooner-sucldenly sank, and 
ill on board were supposed to be lost. The 
steamer remained at the spot where the 
schouner sank about halt an hour, and then 
steamed away to the eastward cut to sea 
The schooner la said to have carried a black 
flog.

as Members, 


More to Follow—Baptism at Mast's 
Ford. 


THE HABBISON CONVERTS. 


Sunday was a memorable 'day in the 


history of at least two of the Decatnr 
Methodist churches, and there were scores 
ot Christian people in attendance to wit- 
ness the spectacle of nearly 300 proba- 
tioners formally received into the church 
as full members. It is not necessary to 
recall the wonderful religious revival ol 
last winter when through the instrumen- 
tality of Her. Thomas Harrison 2000 peo- 
ple of this community and from points 
near and remote professed conversion, 
and have since given evidence of a change 
of life. On the books of the First M. E. 
church were placed the names of over 400 
persons as probationers, and at Stapp's 
Chapel there were over 100 persons who 
expressed a desire after conversion to 
unite with that church. The term of 
probation ended last week, and Sunday 
was tbe time appointed for the reception 
ot the new members, most of whom had 
previously been baptised by sprinkling 
and immersion.

Fair State ^Preservation.

An enterprising journal of Con- 


trmtinople has discovered Noatfs 
Art, and the story is cabled to this 
country. It appears that some Turk- 
ish rommissioner appointed to inves- 
tigate the question of avalanches on 
mount Ararat suddenly oame upon a 
gigantic structure of very dark wood 
protruding from a glacier. 
They 


made inquiries of the inhabitants. 
These had seen it for six years, but 
fad been afraid to approach it be- 
cause a spirit of fierce aspect had 
tyeen seen looking oat of the upper 
window. Thd Turkish commissioners, 
Ijowever, are bold men, not deterred 
b'y such trifles, and they determined 
to reach it Situated as it was among 
the fastnesses, o£ one of the glena of 
Mount Ararat, it was a work of 
enormous difficulty, and it was only 
after incredible hardships, that they 
succeeded. The ark, one will be glad 
to hear, was in a good state of preserv- 
ation, although the angles—observe, 
not the bow or stem—had been a 
good deal broken in its decent.
